Has President Been Exposed. 

The first reports spread abroad after 
the discovery of the nature of Collector 
Thompson's disease had it that the pres- 
ident had certainly been exposed to the 
disease, and that tonight's diplomatic ré- 
ception would probably be called oft In 
consequence. -This was nullified. how- 
ever, by the investigations of the health 
authorities, who found that Messrs. Ald- 
rich. Hundley, Tibbetts and Scoit. the 
other members of the visjting deleva- 
tion. had seen little or nothing of Col- 
lestor Thompson efter their arriyal here, 
the only persons really exposed to the 
contagion being Congressman Thompson 
and certain employees of the hotel Tne 
doctors were positive in their statements 
that there was no probability of conta- 
gion having been carried to the white 
house. The visitine Alabamans are, 
however. not so certain about themselves, 
nor are certain members of congress, 
who have been thrown with Congressman, 
Charley Thompson during the past few 
days. 

Collector Thompson and the other mem- 
of the party reached Washington 
Sunday night. When he got on the train 
at Birmingham. Collector Thompson said 
he was not feeling well, but he thought 
it was just some small ailment and that 
he trip wonld do him good. When he 
reached Washington Sunday night he was 
considerably worse, so it was arranged 
that he should remain in the sleeper until 
next morning. ‘:hen he was carried to the 
Hote] Hamilton and taken to his broth- 
er’s room. on the top floor. The first gen- 
erally known of his illness was yesterday, 
when the other members of the Alabama 
delegation went to the white house, but 
it was explained that he was too ill to 
leave his bed at the hotel. Former Con- 
gressman Aldrich, Collector Tibbetts, For- 
mer State Senator Hundley and Mr. Scott, 
the other Alabamians, saw but. little of 
him after their arrival. Collector Tib- 
betts is a kinsman of Senator Frye, and 
as they have had several talks together, 
the president of the senate is not happy 
when smallpox is mentioned. Last night 
the attending physician became suspicious 
and the health officers were called in to 
Pass on the case. They called it smal!pox.

The accident was one of the worst that | 


te ae > 


ever ochiirred on thf€ divisfon 
Pennsylvania system, and wes 
sensational in all its details, occurring as 
it did on the main street of the town at 
a time when the thoroughfare was crowd: 
ed with people. Train No. 35. westbound 
for Fort Wayne, had started out of the 
Station, but at the main street crossing 
was compelled to stop on account of some 
accident to the air brakes 

A flagman was sent back to notifv 
18, a freight train going fn same 
direction, which was several] minutes 
late. Owing fo the snow storm, tlie en- 
gineer of No. 19 was unable to see- the 
signal in time to slacken his speed. His 
engine crashed into the rear of No. 35. 
No. 35 consisted of two coaches, the rear 
cne being a combination baggage and 
passenger car, with another passenger var 
in front. Both were telescoped, and 
scarcely a passenger escaped injury of 
some sort. The engineer and fireman of 
No. 19 were also slightly hurt, but not 
enough to prevent them from rendering 
immediate assistance to those who were 
in greater distress. 

Tne scene about the wreek was fricht- 
ful. Many people were congregaied about 
the spot at the time, and the street 
well filled with wayfarers on ther way 
heme from work. The crash heard 
all the citv., and aimost the entire 
population was soon on hand to render 
what assistance they could 1n caring for 
the wounded and dead, who at 
once carried to the freight and 
station and laid on improvised cots. 

The engine on No. 19 was almest demol- 
ished. but the cars behind it were not 
damaged in the least, and none of the 
passengers were bruised. The *wreckage 
was strewn all over the tracks, and in a 
few minutes the Chicago and New York 
limited, eastbound, dashed through on 
the other track, at 60 miles an hour, 
hurline the accumulated debris in ail di- 
rections, but never pausing in its fight 
until! half a mile from the town. Then 
the train was stopped and backed to thé 
scene of the accident to get orders. No 
damage was done to fhe engine of the 
fiver. but it was learned that a plece of 
nie *kege flew into the cab asthe train 
dzshed past and painfully bruised the cn- 
gincer. He was. however, able to con- 
tintie his run, and left in a few minutes 
with his train.

Delhi, India, January 8.—The review to- 
day by the viceroy of India, Lord Curzon 
of Kedleston, of 30,000 British and native 
troops, led by Lord Kitchener, was the 
last important event of the coronation 
durbar. 

The viceroy, the duke of Connaught and 
the grand duke of Hess, surrounded by 
a brilliant staff, took up their positions 


at the saluting point between the grand

From every side an 
multitude of Europeans and 
watched the march past and cheered the 
favorite regiments. 

The scene today was not less brilliant 
in coloring than the preceding events, 
and it equaled them in picturesqueness.

Defense of the Duty on Coal. 
Tillman ‘vefers to the 
Christmas Drunks of 
Senators.

Washington, January 8.—(Special.)—The 
republicans of the senate succeeded in 
consuming the entire morning hour with 
talk about the coal situation without al- 
lowing a vote on Mr. Vest’s resolutioa 
instructing the finance committee to bring 
in a bill removing tariff from anthra- 
cite cial, Although President Roosc- 
velt, in his message, especially recom- 
mended that action, the republicans had 
dene nothing and now they are opposing 
Senator Vest's resolution, which is de- 
signed to force their hands. They seem 
anxious to avoid a test vote. 
apropos, apparently, of nothing, Senator 
Hale and Senator Hoar devoted a lot of 
time to a defense of the character of the 
late Mr. Dingley. The net result was that 
there was no vote. 

Mr. Aldrich replied to some of the 
criticisms of Mr. Vest made last Tues- 
day. Mr. Aldrich insisted that the reso- 
lution would not accomplish the resuit 
sought, and also that it infringed the 
constitutiona] rights of the house in re- 
spect to revenue bills. Mr. Aldrich said 
that a democratic senate voted to put 
a duty of #@ cents on coal in 18M, and 
that they favored free coal, except on the 
day when they could have voted free 
coal into the tariff bill.

Regular Hold Up, Says Vest. 

Mr. Vest, replying, said it was an open 
secret how the rate of 40 cents a ton was 
put on coal in the Wilson bill. There 
were five democratic senators opposed to 
the bill who were in such position to dic- 
tate what should be placed in the Dill, 
and that their votes were needed to pass 
the measure. President Cleveland, he 
said, had urged free coal on congress. 

‘We were held up,” said Mr. Vest, ‘“‘to 
use plain vernacular, and told if we dared

“What does it matter how anybody 
voted in 18947" he inquired. “Is that an 
answer to the poor, freazing people, who 
now demand immediate relief?"

suggestion that might hurry up action 
on this important question.” 

Reverting to the charge regarding the 
object in placing the rates s» high in 
the Dingley bill, Mr. Vest read a letter 
from the editor of The *hiladelphia 
Bulletin saying the statement attributed 
to Mr. Dingley was made to a writer 
on the staff of The Bulletin in March, 
1807. 

In an order effective October 1, last, 
Mr. Vest said the secretary of the treas- 
ury had notified customs officers that 
in controversies between the United 
States and importers of foreign coal as 
to whether it was dutiable or not, all 
doubts should be solved in favor of the 
importer,

The board of trustees of the Grady hos- 
pital will meet this afternoon at $ o'clock 
in the office of Mayor Howell at the city 
hall. The meeting is to be held for the 
purpose of considering certain proposed 
changes in the rules for the government 
of the hospital. 

A meeting of the#special committee on 
rules was to have been held last evening 
at 7:30 o’clock in the office of Mayor How- 
ell, Only W. H. Venable and E. W. Mar- 
tin, of the committee, were present, how- 
ever, H. L.-Culberson being absent. 
Mayor Howell, Alderman Longino, who 
is one of the trustees, and President Jo- 
seph Hirsch, of the board of 
were also present. 

Mr. Venable and Mr. Martin decided to 
report back to the trustees that it would 
be more desirable to have the entire board 
make the changes in the rules, and no- 
tices were therefore last night sent to 
members of the board of trustees notify- 
ing them of a special meeting for that 
Purpose at 3 o'clock this afternoon. 

One of the very important 
that has been suggested is the abolishing 
of the pay department of the hospital. 
Alderman Longino favors this plan, and 
it is said to be gaining in favor among 
the trustees. It has also been found 
that Dr. Brewster, the superintendent. 
has more work than he can attend to, 
his duties at present being those of the 
executive officer of the hospital, the book- 
keeper and the steward. Members favor 
giving him an assistant, and this will 
probably be done. 

Those trustees who were present last 
night spoke of the fact that it had been 
Stated in the afternoon newspapers that 
charges are pending against the superin- 
tendent and others. They deny that there 
are any charges or that there will be an 
investigation. 

No Changes Are Made. 

Alderman Longino made the folowing 
Statement: 

“There are no charges against the 
management of the hospitat or against 
any of its officers. The board will not 
investigate charges unless they are made. 
lt was stated that the meeting tonight 
was for the purpose of investigating, 
when as a matter of fact this was a 
special committee that was to meet to- 
hight for the purpose of considering cer- 
tain proposed changes in the rules. The 
meeting of the trustees tomorrow will be 
for that purpose.”’ 
Mayor Howell, learned yesterday morn- 
ing that the coal that had been furnished 
the Grady hospital under the contract 
made With the dealers last year by the 
finance committee of council was rot up 
to standard, and he consequently sent 
“a following letter to City Marshal Ri- 
ey.

Mamie DeChrist, the queen of diamonds, 
will ,be indicted by the grand jury to- 
morrow. Of this there is no question, as 
tae woman has admitted her guilt. 

it is expected that three witnesses wili 
appear before the grand jury. These are 
7 N. Theus, of Theus Bros., and A. L. 
pesbouillons. the jewelers whom the 
woman defrauded, and Police Detective 
John Murphy, who arrested her in At- 
tanta and brought her to Savannaa. 

Obtaining goods under false pretenses 
is the charge upon which Mamie will be 
indicted. She has declared that she wil! 
plead guilty when she is placed on trial, 
but there have been so many different 
sories emanating from this mistress of 
the art of prevarication that it is not 
ynown that she will adhere to this pur- 
pose. lt would surprise no one if she 
should assert most vehemently that she 
ie entirely innocent, and the victim of 
some terrible conspiracy. | 

The insanity dodge has been abandoned 
py the woman, who seemed to think for 
atime she could make it hold good and 
effect her release. She declared in her 
last ebullitien, however, that she was 
yerfectiy sane, and that she was willing 
to receive any sentence that might be 
imposed upon her. At that time she as- 
serted that a well-known young man of 
the city had inspired the theft of the 
jewels and had shared in the spoils. This 
is not eredited, however. and he has not 
heen arrested. It would be difficult co 
fnd any one in Savannah who wonld 
accept a statement of the Woman as 
absolutely true. 

It will be for the theft of nearly $2,000 
worth of gems, principally diamonds, 
that Miss DeChrist will have to answer. 
She obtained them last August by repre- 
senting herself as the neice of wealthy 
Savannahans, and presenting notes that 
were, according to her statement, writ- 
ten by her aunt. At Theus Bros., she 
said she was Miss Julia Williams, a 
niece of J. P. Williams, and presented a 
pencilled note, bearing the alleged signa- 
ture of Mrs. Williams and requesting 
that the bearer be given jewels to con- 
vey to the Williams’ residence for the in- 
spection of Mrs. Williams. On this note, 
close upon $1,200 worth of jewelry was 
secured, the woman taking the packages 
with her upon their delivery and resist- 
ing tae persuasions of the salesman to 
take a wider variety for the selection 
Mrs.*Williams was supposed to make. 

At Desboufillons’ the woman passed 
herself off as Miss Katie Blun, the al- 
leged niece of Captain Henry Blun, presi- 
dent of the Germania bank. She pre- 
sented a note that purported to be from 
Mrs. Blun, and which was also a re 
quest that goods be delivered to the 
bearer for the inspection of the supposed 
writer. Mr. Desbouillons appeared sorely 
grieved when he could not persuade tne 
neatly dressed and personable young 
woman to accept more than $400 worth 
of jewelry. In his subsequent travail of 
mind, when he discovered ‘ais loss, he 
congratulated himself upon her refusal. 

The story of Miss DeChrist’s arrest in 
Atlanta, wrought by her own foolisa de- 
sire to have her name appear in the 
Savannah papers, is fresh in the pub- 
lic mind. Her trial will be followed with 
deep interest in. Savanngh, where she 
has been an object of much commissera- 
tion during her stay in jail. 
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EDUCATION DOWN IN FLORIDA. 


Interesting Portion of the Treasurer’s 
Report. 


Tallahassee, Fla., January 8.—(Special.) 
An interesting feature of the forthcom- 
ing report of the state treasurer is that 
part relating to the educational insti- 
tutions of the state. 

The state treasurer is ex-officio treas- 
urer of the Florida Agricultural college 
and experiment station, located at Lake 
City. The state receives from the United 
States, under an act of congress, ap- 
PPoved August 30, 1899, the sum of $29,- 
annually. This is known as fae Mor- 
‘i! fund and is given by the United 
States to aid in the support of ‘‘colleges 
of agriculture and mechanic arts.’” The 
amount is equally divided between the 
Mlorida Agricultural college for white 
Students, at Lake City, and the State 
Normal and Industrial school for co!- 
ored students at Tallahassee. 

The state also receives from the United 
States, under an act of ‘congress, ap- 
proved March 2, 1887, the sum of $15,000 
annually. This is known as the ‘‘Hatcn 
fund,” and is used at tne experiment 
Station at Lake City, under direction of 
the trustees of the Florida Agrictiltural 
college. 

The funds for the support of the Fiori- 
da Agricultural college and experiment 
‘lation are derived from the United 
States appropriations mentioned above, 
‘Tom the state appropriations, from the 
interest on bonds owned by the Agricul- 
‘ural college fund and from incident: 
tg collected at the college and sta- 
eiUTi.

Phijladeipiia, January $.—President 
Mitchell today took exception to a re 
mark made by Chairman Gray, of the 
coal strike commission, when Judge Gray 
said he would like to see the Miners’ 
Union come up out of the mire and into 
the suniight. The miners’ president said 
the union should not be indicted unless a 
connection could De shown between it and 
acts of lawlessness. The head of the com- 
mission replied that he did not wish to 
indict the organization, but hoped it would 
disentangle itself entirely of the violence 
and lawlessness committed during the 
strike. The incident came unexpectedly 
while a witness was on the stand, and 
caused a stir among the lawyers for both 
sides of the controversy. Outside of this 
tilt the entire day was taken up In hear- 
ing non-union men or their relatives, who 
alleged persecutions during the strike. 

The remarks of Chairman Gray were 
brought about by Commissioner Parker, 

Beaten by Union Men. 

Anthony Ferguson, of Mahanoy City, 
outside foreman at the North Mahanoy 
coiliery of the Philadelphia and Reading 
Coal and Iron Company, testified that he 
was beaten while on his way to the 
works; he recognized two of his assailants 
as union men, who later were prosecuted 
and convicted. Mr. Parker asked the wit- 
ness if the men were expelled from the 
union for what they had done, but the 
foreman did not know. Mr. Mitchell had 
said on the witness stand that all mem- 
bers of the union found guilty of crime 
were expelled from the union. 

Noting the interest the commission took 
in Mr. Parker’s question, the lawyers 
from the non-union men called on Ter- 
rence Ginley, a member of the executiv 
board of the union in the district where 
the assault was committed, for the in- 
formation desired. Ginley said Ke did not 
know whether the local union to which 
the men belonged took any action and 
he went on to give a long explanation of 
how the local unfons and individua] strik- 
ers used every means to disperse crowds 
and help maintain the peace. 

The actions taken by the local unions, 
he said, was principally advisorv. He 
told of the attempts made to keep the 
peace at Shenandoah before the riot there, 
and added there had been no disturbance 
untilxthe coal and iron police were sent 
to that place. 

Gray Asks Question. 

Chairman Gray then asked: “Do you 
ties before disciplining your men? Do you 
mk you can have effective discipline un- 
less you make investigations yourself 
and bring the men up and punish them 
in Some way? I ask you as a member of 
the order and as a man who would be 
glad to see your order come wn out of 
the mire and the clouds that are around 
the baser parts of it into the’ sunlight 
and into the air of free government and 
a free country.”’ 

“If it is proved .hat our men have com- 

mitted acts of violence, there is no ques- 
on about our disciplining them,’’ replied 
the witness. 
Then followed a discussion over the 
Shenandoah riot and the killing of a 
man, and in reply to Mr. Mitchell’s re- 
Mark that it was not the miners who 
did it, Chairman Gray said: 

“But there was a crowd, and as yet 
| have heard no evidence of a disciplining 
Voice in that mob. No man there said 
‘shame on the cowards.’ ”’ 

Mr. Darrow: ‘‘You must not expect the 
railroad companies to furnish thag.”’ 

The witness said the union would 
prove that union men tried to prevent the 
tiots, to which Judge Gray replied he 
hoped so,

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Loree Confirms Report of 
Purchase of Pennsylvania 
and Reading Stock. 


Baltimore, January 8.—President Loree. 
of the Baltimore and Ohio raiiroad, offi- 
cially confirmed the published reyort of 
tne purchase for his company of stock in 
the Philadelphia and Reading railroad 
and the subsequent sale of a part of that 
stock through the Pennsylvania company 
to the Vanderbjit interests. 

He said that the control of the Reading 
Was acquired by the Pennsylvania road 
Qi behalf of ihe Baltimore and Ohio, by 
Kohr, Loeb & Co. Of a total of 2,400,000 
Shares, this firm secured between 1,200,- 
‘W and 1,400,000 shares in the interest of 
the Pennsylvania. 
ferred stock. 

Then the Vanderbilts and the Baltimore 

and Ohio were invited to take these pur- 
ch iscs Oetween them. This was to bring 
the Reading into the community of owner: 
Ship scheme originated by the Pennsyi- 
Vala railroad and the New York Central, 
Without conflicting with the laws of ihe 
State of Pennsylvania, which (prohibit 
the Pennsylvania railroad from owning 
control of a connecting line. 
The Vanderbilts nominated the Lake 
Shore and Michigan Southern rvad to 
lake up their share of the purchase, and 
the transaction involved the issuance of 
about 25,000,000 bonds. 

‘The Pennsylvania selected the Baliimore 
and Qhio, and this company financed the 
reqlirements Dy part of the money de- 
rived from the recent sale of $4,500,j0 ot 
Stock.
